Paul, Ju ly 13.— Three persons 
killed, and another mortally injured; 
an estimated property loss of $100,- 
000; houses unroofed, sheds and barns 
crushed, 
windows 
shattered, 
base­ 
ments flooded, train and trolley car 
Service abandoned on many lines, tel­ 
ephone and telegraph communication 
in many directions hampered, several 
gardens and field crops ruined and nu­ 
merous narrow escapes— these figure 
In the total computed from incomplete 
reports of the havoc left in the wake 
of the cyclone storm which swept the 
Twin Cities and suburbs. 
The storm 
area covered St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, 
South and West St. Paul, and inter­ 
mediate points between this city and 
tVhite Bear lake and Stillwater, and 
all through Southeastern Minnesota. 
At 
Lakeview, near 
Lake City, 
five 
national 
guardsmen 
were 
seriously 
hurt by lightning and many others 
shocked. 
The rain was very heavy, in some 
places being reported as very like a 
cloudburst. 
A large cow barn on the farm of 
John Bergman, dairyman, collapsed 
during the wind, killing 
Mrs. Anna 
Freyer, Ellsworth, 
Wis., and 
Mary 
Bergman, five years old, instantly. Mr. 
Bergman, his wife and their three 
other children, Helen, aged seven; 
John, 
aged 
four, and 
Jacob, aged 
eighteen months, were in the barn at 
the time, but escaped with minor in­ 
juries. Twenty cows were in the barn, 
And all killed by the falling walls. 


Whole Family In Stable. 


Mr. Bergman and his wife had Just 
got the cows into the barn prior to

ilking when the storm struck. With 
em were three of the children who

irs. Preyer, who was twenty-two years 
Old, and worked about the farm as a 
servant, had been left at the house 
with the baby, Jacob. 
Fearing to stay 
lone in the farm house during the 
terrific wind and hall which deluged 
that portion of the city, Mrs. Preyer 
lith the baby in her arms ran through 
.he rain to the cow barn. 
She stood in the aisle separating 
he cows from the rest of the barn 
nd. holding the baby in her arms, 
ae talking with the father and moth­ 
er. 
Little Mary clung to her skirts in 
ear of the rain. 
Suddenly, and wlth- 
ut warning, the barn, which was 
eavily loaded with hay in the loft, 
crashed to the ground. 
A water tank 
hich stored water for the cattle in 
be loft, crashed through the floor and 
:aught Mrs. Freyer in its descent, 
pinning her to the ground. 
The little 
irl also was pinioned by the timbers 
f the tank but the baby escaped with 
its life. 
How’ the other members of 
he family escaped can not he told as 
hey themselves are at a loss to ac­ 
count for It. 
Bruises on the back and 
legs were the only evidence of Injury 
jo the little child. 
Mrs. Freyer probably died instantly, 
s her skull was fractured. 
There 
vere many bruises on her body. Mrs. 
^rgman, who is a half sister to the 
ead woman, worked frantically to 
extricate her in the hope that life was 
lot yet extinct. 
A half hour elapsed 
efore the body was freed of the en- 
umbering timbers. 
Mary Bergman’s 
ody was found beside the body of 
er aunt with the abdomen crushed 
'n. 
Neighbors flocking to the scene 
jded in the recovery of the bodies. 
Th# barn at present is a mass of

Minneapolis, Ju ly 13.— Ralph C. Gil­ 
lette, eldest son of L. C. Gillette of 
the Minneapolis Steel and machinery 
company, was killed instantly by a 
holt of lightning while seeking shelter 
under a tree on the Interlachen Golf 
club links during the storm. 
Dr. C. 
W. Card, a dentist, was knocked un­ 
conscious and was in a serious condi­ 
tion for a few 
minutes 
after the 
shock. 
Joe Nelson, ten years old, a 
caddy boy, is thought to have been 
fatally Injured by the bolt of lightning 
that struck Mr. Gillette. 
He is in the 
clubhouse at Interlachen under the 
constant attendance of two physicians. 
They hold but slight hopes for his 
recovery. 
E. S. 
Houston, a 
coffee 
salesman, was stunned by the same 
stroke, but recovered shortly. 
Anoth­ 
er caddy, whose name is unknown, 
was knocked down, but recovered be­ 
fore any others of the party. 
Mr. Gillette was married and had 
one daughter, six years old. 
Both the 
wife and daughter were at the golf 
links at the time he was killed, and 
w’ere prostrated. 
He was graduated 
from the University of Minnesota in 
1902 and was prominent in athletics 
and other university circles.

ly expected to grasp the nation’s com 
mercial leadership. 
But the Erie canal changed the situ­ 
ation in a twinkling. It placed the city 
In communication with inland New 
York—an agricultural empire in itself, 
whose wealth had previously flowed 
by way of the Susquehanna river to 
Baltimore—and New York became the 
seaport for the agricultural slates bor­ 
dering on the great lakes. 
Until the Erie canal was opened it 
had cost $KS a ton to transport wheat 
from Buffalo to Albany. 
With this 
new waterway the cost fell to some­ 
thing more than $r>. A string of cities, 
several of which became large ones, 
sprang up along Its course, all tribu­ 
tary to New York.—Burton J. Hendrick 
in McClure's Magazine.

H orrible Custom of Japanese Prior to 
Year 646 A. D. 
Prior to the year 646 A. D. the Japa­ 
nese had one of the most horrible bur­ 
ial customs that eau be imagined—that 
of burying ail the immediate friends 
and retainers of a prince or other per 
son of note in a standing position 
around the potentate’s grave and leav. 
ing them in tile earth up to their necks 
to perish of thirst and hunger. 
The custom cannot be said to have 
been general as late as the date given, 
for the Japanese records prove that in 
the time of the Emperor Suinin (97-30 
B. C.) the burial rites of royal person 
ages were so modified as to partially 
abolish former cruelties. 
Speaking of 
a young brother of Suinin, who died 
and find his retinue burled standing 
around his grave, the old record says: 
"For many days they died not, but 
wept nnd cried aloud. 
At Inst they 
died. 
Dogs and crows assembled and 
ate off their beads. 
Tile emperor's 
compassion was aroused, and be de 
sired to change the manner of burial. 
When the empress died, soon after, the 
mikado inquired of his ottlcers lf some­ 
thing In the way of a change could 
not be suggested, and one proposed to 
make clay figures of men and bury 
them as substitutes." 
That this did not entirely do away 
with the former custom is proved by 
an edict issued In the year 640 A. D., 
the date given first above, which for­ 
bade the burial of living persons and 
provided n penalty for further adher 
ence to the awful rite.—St. Louis Re­ 
public.
